Read Master George F. Hayward Killed 
and Five Pe:sens Injured—-An En- 
gine and Twelve Cars Thrown: Into

” A€130 r. u yesterday, “the down 
freight train from Virginia, ia round- 
ing @ curve near Merrimac, about 7 


miles beyond. Carson, struck a boulder
